The Japanese Government on 
Thursday presented its final 
compromise, proposal to the 
deadlocked Japan-Soviet Fish- 
eries Committee. 

However, the Committee 
failed to reach any conclusion, 
as the Soviets opposed one part 
of the Japanese compromise 
plan and put off its reply to 
the remaining .part until after 


their demand at Thursday’s 
third meeting of the Economic 
Diplomacy Conference that the 
existing Export Bank Law be 
revised as early as possible to 
facilitate Japan’s financial aid to 
development projects in South- 
east Asian countries. 

The meeting which continued 
for an hour and 20 minutes 
from 4:40 p.m. Thursday, was 
attended by all 24 members of 
the conference.

Declaration, 
Stassen Says 


LONDON (Kyodo-UP) — 
United States disarmament dele- 
gate Harold Stassen will lay a 
major American declaration on 
atomic tests before the five 
power disarmament conference

Stassen’s important statement

Western officials showed no 
evidence of optimism that early 
agreement could be reached on 
the tests. One official pointed 
out that the basic Soviet and 
Western positions have long 
been public and there has been 
no indications of a compromise. 

The West demands an end 
to the tests as part of a general 
disarmament program ensured 
by inspections. The Russians 
want to stop the tests without 
agreeing to controls or to con- 
ventional disarmament. 


7-point Agenda 

LONDON (Kyodo-Réuter) — 
The Western ‘members of the 
five-power United Nations sub- 
committee on disarmament were 
stated in conference circles here 
to have accepted a Soviet pro- 
posal to discuss immediately 
nuclear tests. | 

After a week spent talking 
on the general principles of 
disarmament, the subcommittee 
started to discuss in what order 
they should take a provisional 
seven-point agenda, covering in- 
dividual aspects of disarmament.

Two Plans 
Drafted on 
Protest. Fleet 


The Japan Council Against 
Atomic and Hydrogen Bombs 
Thursday night announced con- 
crete plans for sending a “pro- 
test fleet” to the Christmas Is- 
land area where Britain is sched- 
uled to explode a series of H- 
bombs this spring and summer, 

The question whether any of 
the two plans made public ac- 
tually will be carried is to be 
decided at a meeting of the 
Council’s Board of Directors. 
The Board will meet early in 
April “after weighing public 
reaction to the plans.” 

The Council's two “protest 
fleet” plans are; 


Plan A: A passenger ship of 
the 1,000-ton class would be 
chartered to take aboard . 50 
Japanese and 30 foreigners. The 
ship would sail from Japan to 
Hawaii at the beginning of May, 
visit Sydney, and Jakarta, Sai- 
gon or Hanoi. Rallies would be 
held in each port city. The ship 
would pass near the danger 
zone, “protesting as much as 
possible.” but not enter it. 

Scientific research would also 
be conducted near the Christmas 
Island testing grounds. 

Plan B. Two large 500-ton 
fishing boats would be charter- 
ed for 30 Japanese and 20 for- 
eigners. The course of the 
boats has not yet been decided. 

About 20 newsmen would be 
asked to join the first. 

Asked to comment on: the 
Council's plan, Masatoshi Matsu- 
shita, Prime Minister Kishi’s 
special. “protest envoy,” said 
that “though I understand how 
strong the feelings against the 
tests are, I am against such a 
protest action.”

The Russians who conduct H- 
bomb tests ‘without any prior 
warning are daging something 
worse than either the British or 
the Americans who give ad- 
vance notice, the Japanese 
Prime Minister’s special H-bomb 
protest envoy to England said 
here Thursday. 

Russia’s H-bomb tests and 
her. failure to give prior notice 
were denounced by Masatoshi 
Matsushita at a small hincheon 
given for a group of foreign 
correspondents.

Christmas Island tests. 

“IT am against any H-bomb 
tests or experiments,” the Japa- 
nese Christian leader said, “but 
a test without any warning is 
worse than a test which comes 
after proper advance notice,”

fense attorney for former Japa- 
hese Premier Hideki Tojo, said 
he did not know why the Japa- 
nese had not made equally 
strong protests against Russian 
nuclear tests, 

“I think the Government 
should protest against the Rus- 
sians just as strongly,” he said, 
and said he would be willing to 
go to Moscow on a protest mis- 
sion if the Japanese Prime 
Minister asked him to do it. 

He emphasized that he was 
not a Leftist and did not rep- 
resent any Leftist groups.

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Justice Minister Says 
He Didn’t Send Wreath 


Committee. He claimed that the 
floral wreath had been sent by 
his secretary without his know- 
ledge. 

The big wreath bearing his 
name was found among scores 
of garlands, which adorned a 
grandiose funeral for Koshizo 
Nishimura, an alleged gang 
member in Toshima. Nishi- 
mura was killed late last year 
in* a shooting between rival 
groups of hoodlums, 


About 400 mourners attend- 
ing the funeral were mostly 
kingpins and their henchmen 
from Tokyo's gambling circles. 

Nakamura’s secretary, Kozo 
Nakayama, said that he had 
sent the wreath without con- 
sulting the Justice Minister, 
though he was aware that the 
funeral was for a gambler. He 
said an invitation to the funeral 
was received from the head of 
a gang living in the neighbor- 
hood, who is an old friend of 
the. Justice Minister. 


Nakamura told the Lower 
House committee that the 
incident was especially regret- 
table, as he is responsible for 
check gangsterism. Only last 
January, he urged prosecutors 
attending a national conference 
in' Fokyo to crack down hard 
on gangsterism. 

Meanwhile, Soichi Oya, noted 
critic, declared’ the Justice Min- 
ister’s apology as “untenable.” 
He contended that the secretary 
must have done only what he 
had considered appropriate to 
meet the instructions of his boss. 
The Justice Minister should 
take the blame, Oya demanded. 


A similar issue was raised late 
in 1951, when big wreaths bear- 
ing the names of Hayato Ikeda 
and Shuji Masutani, then Fi- 
nance Minister and State _Min- 
ister, respectively, were  dis- 
played in front of a Ginza 
cabaret on the occasion of its 


opening.

In Bribe Case 


The Supreme Court acquitted 
former Agriculture-Forestry 
Minister Kazuo Nagae of bribery 
charges Thursday. 

Nagao had been charged with 
accepting a bribe while in office 
as a member of the Socialist 
Katayama Cabinet during the 
Occupation. 

This was the first time the 
Supreme Court ruled on a case 
involving an incumbent or for- 
mer Cabinet Minister. 

Nagae was charged with hav- 
ing received ¥300,000 in remu- 
neration for arranging for his 
friend Sakutaro Horie to re 
ceive Government financing for 
the establishment of a flour com- 
pany in Hyogo Prefecture in 
1948. 


Horie, charged with present 
ing the bribe to Nagae, was sen- 
tenced to two years imprison- 
ment. 

In the original trial at the 
Kobe District Court, Nagae was 
sentenced to 10 months imprr 
sonment plus a forfeit of ¥300, 
000, and Horie to three years 
imprisonment plus a fine of 
¥400,000 and forfeiture of 

Later the Osaka Higher Court 
reduced the sentences to. eight 
months imprisonment and _for- 
feiture of ¥3800,000 for Nagae, 
and for. Horie imprisonment. of 
two years and six months, plus 
a. fine. of ¥400,000 and ¥70,000 
in forfeiture. 


Prosecutors Probe 
Insurance Scandal 


Kozo Saida, former president 
of the Japan Fire and Marine 
Insurance Company, was sum- 
moned for questioning by the 
Tokyo District Prosecutors Offi- 


ce Thursday on suspicion of 


embezzling some '¥150 million 
out of the ¥300 million he had 
allegedly cheated. on “table 
fires.” 

According to investigations. by 
prosecutors, he is alleged to 
have cheated some ¥300 million 
by reporting and receiving.the 
insurance money himself. 

Of this fund, he is suspected 
of having used about half of the 
amount as expenses for expand- 
ing the activities of his com- 
pany, and embezzling. the rest 
by investing in various bogus 
companies he was operating. 

The investigations were start- 
ed last year after a complaint 
was filed with the prosecutors 
office by Enjiro Kuroda, former 
managing director. of the com- 
pany. 

The prosecutors office order- 
ed a search of the main office 
of the company and Saida’s 
residence last month and care- 
fully examined confiscated 
documents before calling the

Swedish Hospital in Korea 
Does Big Job for Wounded 


On Sept. 23, 1950, a number 


of Swedish”’officers, soldiers and. 


nurses arrived in Pusan, Korea 
via the USA. 

The group, however, of which 
most of the members did not 
belong to the Swedish Army, 
was unarmed and had been sent 
there by the Swedish Red Cross 
to organize a hospital and to 
cate for wounded soldiers. On 
the 25th of the same month the 
hospital was ready and the first 
patients were admitted. Al- 
together, the Swedes at the hos- 
pital numbered 168. The hos- 
pital was the contribution to 
the U.N. Command in the Far 
East by the Swedish Govern- 
ment. It had 400 beds. 


The hospital has now been 
closed. During these years the 
personnel was replaced several 
times. But sor-.e of the doctors 
and nurses liked the ~-job so 
much they returned for addi- 
tional terms of service, as many 
as three or four times. 


From the start up to March 
15, 1957, more than 19,000 U.N. 
patients have been cared for at 
the hospital and more than 13,- 
y00 surgical operations have 
been performed. Most of them 
heave been Americans, although 
there have been patients from 
27 different other countries. In 
the beginning more than 1.000 
prisoners of war were treated 
at the hospital. 


In July 1951, the hospital was 
permitted by the U.N. Command 
to expand its activities to in- 
clude care of Korean civilians 
ene veterans.

The number of Korean civili- 
ans cared for during 1952 was 
1,167. This number increased 
each year and reached 3,068 in 
1956, and the number of out- 
patients increased during the 
same period from 43,527 to 76,- 
326. Since these activities 
started more than 10,000 Korean 
civilians have been operated on. 
In 1953 a blood bank was or- 
Sanized and has so far had 6,500 
registered blood donors. This 
blood bank has supplied blood 
to other hospitals. 


Work has also been done 
Outside the hospital. During 
1952-1956, a mobile dispensary 
with one pediatric Swedish and 
one Korean doctor and Swedish 
nurses visited between seven to 
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10 orphanages in Pusan and 
made more than 10,000 BCG 
vaccinations. From July 1951 
the Swedish Hospital cared for 
patients of the Akasaki Hospital 
in Pusan, where about 110 ad- 
mitted patients were treated by 
Swedish doctors. Necessary 
operations were performed at 
the Swedish Hospital. Also food 
rations, between 200-300 daily, 
were prepared at the Swedish 
Hospital and transported to 
patients at Akasaki Hospital. 
Medicines, fuel and heaters 
were supplied by the Swedish 
Hospital free of charge. A mov- 
able hospital with doctors and 
nurses was under operation 
during July 1951 till*the end of 
1952, and during 1953-55 patients 
from the Im Boo Kwan Sana- 
torilum were given medical care. 

Some 806 Koreans have been 
employed at the Swedish Hos- 
pital during these years, in- 
cluding 34 doctors and 69 
nurses and many technicians. 
They have in their way contri- 
buted much to the success of 
the hospital.

He will replace 
the Rev. Norman E. Koehl- 
er, Jr., aS program coordinator 
for servicemen of the National 
Christian Council.

A. Yes, it does. Most forms 
of cancer known to the human 
species can and do commonly 
occur in the dog. 

©. What is ear mange? Mr. 
D. T. R. 

A. Ear e is that condi- 
tion which. exists in the ears of 
dogs, cats and other domestic 
animals produced by the pres- 
ence of the otodectes mange 
mite. It is commonly found in 
those animals raised in unsani- 

tary surroundings and is con- 
tracted by contact with pre- 
viously infected animals. If 
diagnosed in its early stages, it 
is relatively easy to cure, but if 
allowed to progress, middle ear 
infection and conyulsion may 
ensue. It is logical to assume 
that if one animal in a house- 
hold has it, other pets in the 
game environment will also »e 
affected. It is not infectious to 
humans. 

Q. When a dog has its toe 
hails broken off, will new ones 
grow? Mr. N. T. 

A. Yes, providing the root of 
the nail (quick) is not destroy- 
ed. The best prevention is, of 
course, to clip the toenails and 
keep them trimmed short, 

Q. What worms occur most 
frequently in dogs in Japan?

Production Index Reveals 
Power Shortage Effects 


Showing a 3.7 per cent rise 
over the previous month, the 
production index of Japan's 
mining and manufacturing in- 
dustries for February stood at 
266 against the 1950 average of 
100, according to Ministry of 
International Trade and Indus- 
try. 

The index represented a 22.5 
per cent increase over the 
corresponding month of last 
ear. 

The adverse effect of the pow- 

er shortage, however, was clear- 
ly seen in such enterprises as 
were consuming large amounts 
of power with resultant losses 
in their output.

Power Firm 
To Pay More 
In Interest 


City banks will raise the in- 
terest rate on loans to the 
Tokyo Electric Power Com- 
pany, effective April 1, says 
Kyodo, ; 

The move constitutes the first 
reaction of city banks to the re- 
cent rise in the Bank of Japan’s 
official rate on advances to city 
banks, 

The 23-bank syndicate on co- 
ordinated loans to the power 
firm has agreed with the latter 
on the hike in the interest rate 
on loans, based on single name 
bills, by one rin to two sen one 
rin per ¥100 per diem. 

The Mitsui Bank, the manag- 
ing bank of the syndicate, pro- 
posed the rise in interest rate 
on the ground that the time 
was at hand to correct the low 
interest rate that was fixed as 
a result of last spring’s exces- 
sive competition among banks 
for the extending of loans. 

The Tokyo power firm as- 
sented to the move on the con- 
dition that the syndicate met 
its huge equipment fund re 
quirements. 

Banking circles predicted that 
the interest increase on loans to 
the Tokyo power firm would 
have far-reaching effects on 
bank loans to industries in 
general in view of the fact that 
the Tokyo Electric Power Com- 
pany is a top-level firm in 
Japan. 

‘hey also noted that the in- 
terest rate adjustment, follow- 
ing the Bank of Japan’s official 
rate increase, was directed first 
on the power industry, which is 
entitled to priority bank loans, 
because power shortages con- 
stitute one of the major bottle- 
necks to increase production in 
this country. 


Decline Observed 
In Export Prices 


Export prices in February 
went down as in the previous 
month while import prices 
slightly upped, according to the 
Bank of Japan’s indices made 
public Thursday. 

The month's export price in- 
dex stood at 130.5, or a 0.3 per 
cent decline from the previous 
month, and the import price in- 
dex stood at 1074, or a 0.1 per 
cent increase. with the July, 
1949-June, 1950, figures as 100. 

The export price decline was 
recorded in such items as food, 
metals, metallic products, tex- 
tile goods and chemicals, Ex- 
ceptions were machinery and 
sundry goods which slightly 


upped. 

In the field of imports, text- 
iles and minerals showed a rise. 
However, an upward trend was 
most remarkable in such items 
as animal and vegetable goods, 
oils and fats, causing the index 
to go up as a whole.

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Sohyo Retreats ¢ 


-t is man-bites-dog news. when the warrior-spirited 
Sohyo (General Council of Trade Unions) beats a retreat. 
That is what happened when the leaders of Japan’s big- 
gest. union organization canceled strike measures they had 
scheduled for last Tuesday. And they did so despite the 
fact that they were in the midst of negotiations that were 
‘not going at all in their favor. — 

The victor in this undeclared war is the public. Hell 
hath no fury, the Sohyo leaders discovered, like that of 
mobs of people left waiting at unattended railway stations. 

- When National Railway workers walked off their jobs 
jast Saturday they were, naturally, expressing their dis- 
satisfaction against the management. But it was the public 
that suffered. And it is reassuring to see that public 
opinion is powerful enough to force aggressive unionists 
to give second thought to their disruptive tactics. 

The incident has also served to prove the reasonable- 
ness of the law forbidding strikes in public utilities. If 
sudden walkouts like that of last Saturday were legal, the 
nation would-be at,the mercy of some union bosses’ whims. 

it is essential for maintaining respect for ‘law and 
order that those responsible are made to pay for this 
greyious violation. Alleged promises by National Railway 
authorities to let them off are not valid. Only the courts 
have authority to administer justice, and this is a case 

ween the people and the union leaders. 

The case of the workers versus management is another 
matter. We can see some ground for the railway workers’ 
complaint when the Finance Ministry held up approval 
fora special allowance that had previously been agreed 
upon: The approval did finally come. 

Still, there was no justification for the illegal strike. 
Ant even less for the planned strike Tuesday, which was 
designed as a demonstration to boost the minimum wage 
bill sponsored by Sohyo and the Socialist Party and now 
before the Diet. That, as the Government said, would 


have been an out-and-out political strike. 

It is unfortunately typical of Sohyo leaders that they 
tend to confuse the issues to the detriment of everyone 
concerned—most of all the workers. We hope they have 
Jedrned the lesson that they have to reckon with the 


whole nation. 


- School Environment 
| Work is going apace in the Diet to push through legisia- 
tion to prohibit businesses “affecting public morals” in the 
neighborhood of schools. The aim is to have the new law 
go into effect on April 1 at the same time as the Anti- 


Prostitution Law. 

There is good reason for speed. In anticipation of the 
approaching D-Day for brothels, camouflage establishments 
designed to aid and abate prostitution are mushrooming 
everywhere. Already the profusion of disreputable hotels, 
bars and cabarets has grown enough to bring violent public 
protests—particularly where these “sex jungles” have 
sprung up at the gates of schools. — 

In fact, there is a question about whether the new 
law might not be too late to be fully effective. Nothing 
is said in it about how the ill-disguised brothels already 
constructed and operating in the areas concerned will be 
put out of business. 

it is obvious that that must be done, though, and there 
is no reason why it can’t. The Anti-Prostitution Law gives 
the police authority enough; indeed, some might argue that 
the legislation now in the works is superfiuous. 

Still, the problem in the vicinity of the schools is so 
great that it demands special attention. The proposed 
law would set up a 330-foot radius area around each school 
as out of bounds for any kind of business affecting public 
morals. Some critics contend that this constitute restric- 
tion.of business to an extent incompatible with the con- 
cept of free enterprise. But no one genuinely concerned for 
the.moral health of our society can subscribe to such a 
devious interpretation as that. 

Zoning regulations of all sorts are conspicuously lack- 
ing in our cities. Pleasure emporiums, factories, churches, 
temples and homes are mixed without any thought of ap- 
propriateness or convenience. This condition may be na- 
tural in our overcrowded land. But when it comes to the 
juxtaposition of patently immoral businesses and schools, 


we cannot afford to be patient. 
The nation’s most precious asset—our children—is at 


Stake. We can predict the 
society on the basis of the 


character of Japan’s future 
environment we give them 


during their most impressionable years.

Having taken off a bit of time 
before starting on .a short trip 
abroad, I have spent quite a 
little of it wondering about the 
Middle East and the turn in our 
affairs. We have had forced 
upon us vast but undefined re- 
sponsibilities in another great 


region of the globe, There are 


some who think that by the role 
we have played in’the United 
Nations since the Egyptian 
crisis last autumn we have won 


the esteem and the confidence pos 


of the Afro-Asian nations, and 
that they will now accept us as 
being uncontaminated wi 
“colonialism.” Our optimists 
think we have achieved a posi- 
tion in the uncommitted world 
of Asia and Africa which is at 
once anti-Communist and purg- 
ed of historic grievances and 
suspicions against Europe. I do 
not share this view. it seems 
to me naive and wishful think- 
ing. Our connections with the 
West are inseverable. The Com- 
munist competition is very 
strong. And a new accommoda- 
tion between the East and the 
West will not come easily. It is 
_perhaps the greatest and most 
difficult task which lies before 
us, 
ei . . ; 

I think rather that the even 
of the past few months have 
made this difficult task much 
more difficult, For we have 
fallen into what may prove to 
have been an irreparable error 
in the way we took our stand 
on the Anglo-French-Israeli in- 
tervention. Instead of insisting 
from the outset that their attack 
was provoked by Nasser, and 
that the intervention and the 
provocations must be liquidated 
first before the causes which 
provoked it are dealt with. We 
put all our pressure on Britain, 
France and Israel. We put no 
pressure on Nasser, and we have 
cleared Egypt without obtaining 
any serious assurances from 
anybody — from Nasser, from 
Krishna Menon, or from the 
Soviets — that this would not 
bring about a return to the 
status quo ante from which the 
explosion erupted. The result is 
that on the great issues of the 
regime of the Suez Canal and 
of the pacification of Palestine, 
our policy has meant that be- 
fore negotiations are to begin, 
we have restored and in fact 
aggrandized Nassers’s bargain- 
ing power. We have provided 
him with the big trumps before 
the diplomatic game is played, 


Unless we make it our busi- 
ness, which We could do if we 
were resolute and resourceful, 
to restore the greatly diminish- 
ed bargaining power of the 
United States and of the West- 
ern nations, we shall be negotiat- 
ing from weakness. The Soviets 
are against us. China is against 
us. Nasser and the Arabs are 
against us. India is under the 
influence of their combined 
pressure. So, in fact, also is the 
United Nations. 

. . . . 

Since the second World War 
we have entered a new epoch 
in the relations between East 
and West. We are at the end 
of the centuries which began 
with the great European voy- 
ages and were followed by the 
imperial conquest of so much ot 
Asia and of Africa. Though 
there are pockets of die-hard 
imperialism, it is no longer de- 
batable whether imperialism 
and colonialism are to be liqui- 
dated. They are to be liqui- 
dated.. The questions every- 
where, be it in Cyprus, Algeria 
or Goa, are how the imperialism 
is to be liquidated and how 
s00n. 

What is not yet in sight is 
anything that could be called 
an understanding of the new 
international order which is to 
follow the imperial and colonial 
epoch, For national independ- 
ence, and the disestablishment 
of the old imperial regimes, will 
not alone produce a new order 
in which East and West can 
live peaceably together. Neither 
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The Nasser Problem 

the new nations nor the old 
nations can live in isolation 
from one another, and they 
must therefore work out an 
order of relationship which 
they can accept. They are in- 
terdependent, as we n see 
clearly in the case of Suez 
Canal and of the oil of the 
Middle East.

th West interdependence is to be 


stable and durable, there must 
be a reasonable equality of 
bargaining power in working 
out the principles and the de- 
tails of the new relationship,

Since Nasser’s seizure of the 
canal, since the miscalculations 
of the two London conferences, 
since the fiasco of the interven- 
tion, and since our own mis- 
taken policy in the United Na- 
tions, the balance or bargaining 
power has turned drastically 
against the West. This is re- 
flected in the fact that the 


United Nations and the United P® 


States are not negotiating with 
Nasser. They have. been ap- 
peasing him, finding themselves 
so short of negotiating power. 


In Nasser, both as a political 
figure and as a symbol, we are 
bound to recognize, it seems to 
me, a radical opponent of an 
accommodation between East 
and West. Nasser’s rebellion 
against the West has a momen- 
tum and a direction which, if it 
is not contained and restrained, 
will carry him beyond any nego- 
tiated settlement which the 
West can “ge There is every 
reason to believe that Nasser 
will not voluntarily agree to aly 
kind of international regime for 
the canal which guarantees to 
the users rights that they can 
count upon. It is plain that he 
means to use the strategic im- 
portance of the canal as an in- 
strument of his anti-Western 
and pan-Arab movement. And 
it is quite evident that he in- 
tends against Israel to keep on 
waging war, as hot a war as 
appears to him a safely calculat- 
ed military risk, 


The crux of the Nasser prob- 
lem is that his position in Egypt 
and his influence in the Arab 
world would soon collapse if he 
agreed to negotiate and to abide 
by settlements with the Western 
nations. He must remain in re- 
bellion against them, never for 
long allowing the conflict to 
subside. He needs the tension 
of international, indeed of inter- 
racial, struggle. He needs it to 
maintain among the Arab 
masses the image of himself as 
their champion. He needs the 
tension also for his political 
survival at home, to divert his. 
rivals who conspire against him, 
and as a distraction for the 


people. 
. al 


The effect of Nasser’s move- 
ment extends far beyond Egypt, 
the canal and Palestine. By his 
example, through his agents and 
his propagandists, he is making 


: 


it very dangerous, perhaps im- 
sible, for moderate leaders of 
the Afro-Asian peoples to arrive 
at settlements with the West. 
He is identifying moderation 
with treason and settlement 
with betrayal. This makes it 
for all practical purposes im- 
possible for any other leacer in 
North Africa and South Asia to 
come to terms with the West. 
This applies even to India 
where, unhappily, Nehru is now 
declining the role in which he 
had cast himself, the role of 
mediator. For many months 
past it has been apparent that 
India does not feel strong en- 
ough to differ with Nasser. 

In fact it is an open question 
whether India is now able to 
put through an independent 
policy, what with Nasser on one 
side of it, with Red China on 
the other and with the Soviet 
Union behind both. Nasser and 
Chou En-lai. It is certain that 
we have no right to expect India 
to redress the balance which 
has turned against the West as 
long as our policy, or at least 
our practice, is tc acquiesce in 
our weakness and to accept ap- 
asement, 

The enlightened leaders of the 
Western nations have hoped 
and believed that the old im- 
perial system could be liquidat- 
ed in peace and good will by a 
wise and friendly acceptance of 
Eastern nationalism, by educa- 
tion and technical assistance, 
and by generous contributions 
of capital for the development 
of the new nationals. But as 
things stand at the moment, 
there is no ground for thinking 
that Nasser, who is astride the 
strategic center of East-West 
relations, believes in or wants 
or will permit such a peaceable 
evolution to take place. It is 
not easy to make peace when 
only one side wants it.

Nasser thinks he has the 
upper hand, having obtained 
control of the access of the 
Western nations to the oil of 
the Middle East. He thinks it 
has been proved at the British- 
French failure last autumn that 
his. paramountcy cannot be 
challenged. He thinks that the 
United States will not only re- 
fuse to coerce him but will in 
fact appease him, 

All tnis will now be put to 
the test. It will be put to the 
test over the regime of the 
canal, over whether Gaza be- 
comes again the base of a guer- 
rilla war, and over the right of 
innocent passage in the Gulf of 
Aqaba, The United States has 
been heavily committed by the 
Fresident, and if he cannot or 
does not carry out the commit- 
ments, the prestige of the 
United States will be gravely 
impaired in the whole Afro- 
Asian world. If Nasser is not 
effectively checked, it will be 
idle to suppose that American 
influence can then be maintzin- 
ed by the Eisenhower Doctrine, 
by pacts, by arms deliveries, by 
some economic aid, and by re- 
sounding declarations against 
the menace of communism,

Is U.S. Aid Doing Good?

WASHINGTON (AP)—Many 
Americans abroad feel that U.S. 
foreign aid spending suffers in 
some areas because “anti-United 
States or Communist-inspired 
propaganda spreads an errone- 
ous impression” of America’s 
motives. é 


This was reported Tuesday 
might in a survey made public 
by a special Senate committee 
studying foreig.. aid. The sur- 
vey covered hundreds of replies 
to questionnaires sent to Amer- 
eee stationed im foreign coun- 
tries. 


In some areas, the replies 
said, the local populace “is en- 
tirely ignorant that the United 
States is assisting them at all.” 


But by and large, the survey 
concluded,.these Americans feel 
that military and economic as- 
sistance have succeeded in de 
fending the Free World from 
Communist aggression and 
building up a Free World econo- 
my capable of resisting it In the 
future. ? 

“Thig nation’s assistance is 
regarded as having contributed 
significantly to economic deve- 
lopment in Egypt and India,” 
the committee report said, “but 
Tolitical considerations have 
prevented public recognition of 
the fact. é 

“The foreign aid program in 
Egypt has been extensively ¢ri- 
ticized in that country. It obvi- 
ously did not deter Egypt from 
head-long gravitation to Commu- 
nist countries.” 

Americans on the scene re- 
ported that “the people of 
India” show “more appreciation 
for small-scale Soviet aid con- 
tributions than for large-scale 
loans and g‘fts.” 

In Japan, they reported, “we 
are taken for suckers” and aid 
programs “have not helped as 
r-uch as the public believes.” 

From another batch of ques- 
tionnaires, the survey said: 

“In reading the comments on 
the United States aid program 
in the local “hai and Chinese 
press, it becomes apparent that 
the welter of misinformation is 
monumental. 

“As an example of such mis- 
information, local nationals are 
informed that farmers are sent 
to the United States, not to 
learn new techniques, but be- 
cause cheap agricultural labor 
is needed. 

The criticism of U.S. aid was

confined largely to. countries 
where there is anti-U.S. or pro- 
Communist influence, the corre- 
spondents made clear, 

“It is f@& that aid has had 
a beneficial effect on relations in 
such countries as Germany, 
Italy, Turkey and Korea,” the 
report said. 

And from other areas, corre- 
spondents reported such aid has 
lad a strong influence in main- 
taining good relations with 
Britain, Spain, Belgium and 
Norway. . 

“Some critics see United 
States ald efforts as generating 
little appreciatior.,” said the 
analysis at one point. “People 
now have a tendency to take 
them for granted.” 

One correspondent wrote: 

“Clearly the French do not 
like us because we helped them, 
In fact, by having aid programs, 
we perhaps made more enemies 
...with every friend you win 
you ‘gain an enemy.” : 

A questionnaire from India 
reported that congressional de- 
bates on fore’sn aid legislation 
“are fully reported ‘in the local 
press” and create the impres- 
sion “the Un:ted States begrud- 
ges such assistance.”

LONDON—The Daily Tele- 
graph, conservative, in an edi- 
torial headed At Grips With 
Nasser, says that with clearance 
of the Suez Canal the question 
of free passage once again be 
comes real and urgent rather 
than merely hypothetical. Brit- 
ain andthe other maritime 
powers must now decide wheth- 
er or not. they are prepared to 
accept Colonel Nasser’s terms 
and if not, what’ they can do 
about it. 

The Telegraph says Colonel 
Nasser intends to manage and 
operate the canal under his sole 
authority and for his own pur- 
poses. Only those ships will be 
permitted to use the canal 
which pay the full dues to the 
Egyptian Canal Authority. Fur- 
ther, Israel ships will not be alk 
lowed to pass through. In each 
of these three respects, says the 
paper, Colonel Nasser will be 
defying the United Nations and 
also the United States. 

The Telegraph concludes; the 
dilemma that faces the West 
now that the canal is again 
clear is precisely ‘the dilemma 
that faced the West ’in the days 
immediately before the Novem- 
ber ultimatum except that this 
time, according to the Bermuda 
spirit, the United States and 
this country iIntenc’ to act to- 
gether. One thing is certain: 
neither ought to submit to 
Egyptian blackmail. (Via Ra-
